1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated May 5, 2010 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 1-18, 24, 29, 35-36 have been canceled. 

Claims 19-23, 25-28, 30-34, 37-39 are pending. 



2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have limited the claims to n=4 compounds commensurate with the scope of 

treating adenocarcinoma of colon, breast, ovary, epidermis or prostate presented by the affidavit 

under 37 CFR 1.132 dated Mayl 1, 2009. Claims 19-23, 25-28, 30-34, 37-39 are allowed.
